McNeal further charges that since the
spring of 181 Lhe company was con-
trolled by its President.

Hayes, whose  assoclales, he al-
leges, were fnanciars and exploiters of
stocks, It Is averred that a plant at
Buffalo 18 overrated at a loss of $40U,000,
and that plants at West Superlor,
Bridgeport, South Pitsburg and Newyport
were dwsmantiea and rendered usclesa.

MADRID, June 20.—According to a despatch received here from Tan-

gler, El Menehhi, the Moorigh Minister of War, has lost 6,000 men in a bat-
tle fought with the rebels at Amniedinna.

From the same source on Feh. 12 a report was received that El Men-

ebhi had been killed in a battle with the rebels led by Bu Hamara, the
pretender to the throne.

Since the rebellion began In Morocco months ago and the pretendar

gave battle at the gates of Fez, one of the most active in the campaign
against the rebels has ben ¥l Menebhl who, in addition to being the Min-
ister of War, 18 considered the closest political friend in the household of

the Sultan.

It was Bl Menebhi who was sent to the coronation of King Edward. On

that occasion the British cruiser Diadem was placed at his disposal for
the trip. The Moorish Secretary of War brought with him a retinue of

twenty-nine persons, including a few wives.
